2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the plurality of data 
card holders in a gaming device in conjunction with other claimed steps/features as particularly 
claimed appears allowable over Takemoto data card holder/reader/writer/card stack (24-27) or 
Takemoto in combination with Raven regarding the networking aspects since Raven teaches the 
card as storage for credit as well as player tracking instrument that communicates with host to 
confirm credit stored or increase amount stored on card by debiting remote bank account and 
play history for comps (abstract, 2:1720, 47-53, 4:58-61, 5:25-27, 53, 6:36-45, 9:61-68, 10:38- 
11:62, esp. 11:47-62).
